Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 



35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

1. Claims 1-94 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is directed 
to non-statutory subject matter. 

Claims 1,22 are directed to permuting two dimensional data in a programmable 
processor. However, as detailed by the claim, it is directed to permutation for rearrangement of 
data. While the claimed invention maybe labeled as permuting 2-D data in a programmable 
processor, claim does not show how processor carries out data processing. Claims 1,22 are 
rejected as being directed to data or information with no practical information. 

Claims 2-21 ,23-39 do more than provides specific information about the data or 
information stored in the system as claims 1,22. Then claims are also rejected. 

Claims 40,44,48,52,56,60,64,67,69,71 ,74,77,80,83,86,89,91 ,93 are directed to 
performing subword permutations in a programmable processor. However, as detailed by the 
claim, it is directed to permuting and concatenating set of subword. While the claimed invention 
maybe labeled as subword permutations in a programmable processor, claim does not show 
how processor carries out data processing. Claims 

40,44,48,52,56,60,64,67,69,71 ,74,77,80,83,86,89,91 ,93 are rejected as being directed to an 
abstract idea(i.e. data or information) with no practical information. 

Claims 41 -43,45-47,49-51, 53-55,57-59,61 -63,65-66,68,70,72-73,75-76,78-79,81-82,84- 
85,87-88,90,92,94 do more than provides specific about the data or information stored in the 
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system as claims 40,44,48,52,56,60,64,67,69,71 ,74,77,80,83,86,89,91 ,93. Then claims are also 
rejected.
